The Rev. Mary B»ker O.Eddy, the discoverer and founder of Chris- 
tian Science — which is now rapidly spreading itself over the civilized 
world as a just interpretation of the simple teachings of the Master 
— was born in the town of Bow, N. H., adjoining Concord, at which 
latter place she resides. The seed from which this great tree has 
grown began to take root 'n her mind and heart and life in 1866. la 
her own words she says, "In the latter part of 1866 I gained the 
scientific certainty that all causation was mind,and everv effect a men- 
tal phenomenon." She began teaching Christian Science m 1867. In 
1876 she formed the first Christian Science Association and was for 
years the editor and proprietor of t he Christian Science Jonrnal 
Mrs. Eddy is the author of "Science and Health with Key to the 
benptures '—the only authoritative text-book and manual of Chris- 
tian Science— of which system she is the great and logical exponent. 
The charter of the first church was obtained in June?!^. It wae 
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organized in Boston art! Mrs. Eddy was called as it* first pastor, 
being ordained in 1881. This year (1904) ih is Mo»Iier church has a 
membership of 28,000, and is rapidly growing. About seven 
hundred Christian Scienc chorehe* and societies hold regular ser- 
vices; upwards ot seventy church buildings have thus 
far been erected, and many more are In process of 
construction in this country and in Europe. The believets in Chris- 
tian Science are estimated to number 700,000. There are in New 
Hampshire five incorporated churches of this denomination, and 
twelve more societies who are holding church services regularly.

All mailable matter Is divided Into four classes: 
First, written matter; second, periodical publica- 
tions, third, miscellaneous printed matter; fourth, 
merchandise. 

FfKBT-CLASS MATTER. 

Mailable matter of the first class embraces let- 
ters, postal cards, and ail matters wholly or partly 
In writing, except as hereinafter provided. 

Every letter, or written communication, any dis- 
tance within the United States. Guam, Hawaii, 
Tutu 11 a. (Samoa), Porto Rico and the Philippine 
Islands, 2 cents for each ounce or fraction thereof. 

Drop letters, 1 cent for every ounce or less. At 
offices where free delivery by carrier is established, 
2. cents for each ounce. 

Book manuscript, manuscript for magazines, 
periodicals, newspapers, and music manuscript are 
now subject to full letter rates of postage except 
they be accompanied by proof-sheets, or corrected 
proof-sheets, when the rate will be 1 cent for each 
two ounces or fractional part thereof. 

Matter produced by the type-writer Is subject to 
posAKe at letter rates. 

Letter* deposited at a post -office f of mailing with less than 
one fud letter rate of postage— 2 cents, prepaid— will uot be 
forwarded In the mafK but will be held for postage. 

Manor produced by the electric pen and papyrograph pro- 
r., s», ■*, which is rmt in the nature of correspondence, may be 
received and tmmmltied In the malls at third -id ass rate*, when 
properly presented for mailing. 

Matter which la In writing or other matter containing a 
written Inscription in the nature of personal correspondence, 
or representing monetary value, and matter which is sealed 
against Ins pectin q. Is first-class matter. 

FO«WARDIKOOP MAIL MATTES. 

Postmasters will forward at the request of the party ad- 
dressed, and without additional charge fnr postage, letters 
which have one full rate (2 cents) paid thereon t P i rcels pre* 
paid at flils.-ci.a--b ratf,s, postal cards, official matter, 

BUT ALL OTHER MAIL MATTER WHEN PORWAfiDKD 

will be charged with additional postage at the rate that would 
be charged thereon if originally mailed at the office so for- 
warding the same. 

a reKistered letter may be forwarded in accordance with the 
written request of the person named In the address, the same 
a^ an v letters prepaid with one rate of postage, without addi- 
tional charge for postage* 

SECOND-CLASS MATTER. 

Maixvrle matter of the second el ass embrace* newspapers 
and other periodical publications, aent by publishers or news 
agen I s, 

THIRO CLASS MATTER. 

Mail matter of the third class embraces books, circu- 
lar*, proof -sheers, corrected proofs Insets, with manuscript copy 
accompanying the same, photographs, and all matter of the 
same general character ; and the rate Li 1 cent for each two 
ounces or fractional part thereof. 

the rate of postage on transient newspapers, periodicals. 
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and magazines is 1 cent for each four ounces or fractional part 
thereof. Seed, cuttings, bulbs, plants, are a oz. for 1 cent. 

Thb term circular is defined to be a printed letter, which, 
according to internal evidence, is being sent in identical terms 
to several persons. A circular shall not lose its character as 
such, when the date and the name of the addressed and of the 
sender shall be therein written, nor by the correction of mere 
typographical errors in writing. 

Upon matter of the third class, or upon the wrapper inclosing 
the same, may be written the name and address of the. Bender, 
preceded by the word "from;" simple marks may be made to 
call attention to any speoial word or sentence. 

There may be written on the cover or blank leaves of any 
book or printed matter of this class, a simple manuscript dedi- 
cation or inscription, that does not partake of the nature of 
personal correspondence. All packages of matter of the third 
class must be so wrapped, that their contents may be readily 
examined by postmasters. 

FOURTH CLASS MATTER. 

Mailable matter or the fourth class embraces all matter 
not included in the first, second, or third classes, which is not 
In its form or nature liable to injure the contents of the mail 
bag, or harm the person. Postage rates thereon 1 cent for 
each ounce or fractional part thereof. 

Upon any package of matter of the fourth class, the sender 
may write or print his name and address, preceded by the 
word "from," and there may be also written or printed the 
number and names of articles inclosed ; and the sender thereof 
may write, or print upon, or attach to any such article, by tag 
or label, a mark, number, name or letter for purpose of descrip- 
tion. The limit of weight of package is four pounds, and must 
be so wrapped that its contents can be examined by post- 
masters. 

But if by inadvertence any article of the third or fourth class 
should reach the office of delivery without being prepaid, 
double the usual rates will be charged, to be collected on de- 
livery. 

CAUTION. 

All parcels of merchandise and all printed documents sealed 

8 r pasted so as to prevent examination at the post-office, will 
e charged letter postage. 

Letters addressed to initials or fictitious names, are not de- 
liverable unless the address contains a designated place of de- 
livery. 

All domestic letters must be prepaid a full rate (2 cents), oth- 
erwise they are sent to the dead letter office. 

THE UNIVER8AL POSTAL UNION. 

The rates of postage for correspondence exchanged between 
the United States and countries included in the Universal 
Postal Union, are as follows : 

For prepaid letters, 5 cents per fifteen grammes (half an 
ounce). 

For unpaid letters received, 10 cents per fifteen grammes 
(half an ounce). 

For postal cards, 2 cents each. 

For newspapers, 1 cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

For printed matter of all kinds, commercial papers, and sam 
pies of merchandise, 1 cent for eaoh article or packet bearing a 
particular address, and for every weight of two ounces or frac- 
tion thereof ; with a minimum charge of 5 cents per packet of 
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commercial papers, and a minimum charge of 2 cents per packet 
of samples of merchandise. 

For the registration fee on all correspondence* 8 cents. 

For insufficiently paid letters or other articles received, a 
charge equal to double the amount of the deficiency. 

POSTAOB TO CUBA, MEXICO AND TBJS DOMINION 07 CANADA. 

Matter mailed in the V. I s . addressed to Cuba, Mexico or 
Canada, U subject to the same postage rates and conditions as 
It would be if it were addressed for delivery in the United 
states; except that the following articles are absolutely 
excluded from the mails, without regard to the amount of 
postage prepaid, or the manner in which they are wrapped, viz : 

All sealed packages other than letters in their usual and or- 
dinary form: all packages, Including packages of second 
class matter, which weigh more than 4 lbs. 6 ox.; liquids, pastes 
and fatty substances ; publications which violate any copy* 
right law of Mexico or Canada.
